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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant states that the document data 
recited in claims 46 and 51 include both the script, a plurality of status display information, wherein, in accordance with the acquired, 
status information, there is identifying of status display information indicating a status of the printer from the plurality of status display 
information, which the applicant states is not disclosed by the prior art. 

The examiner disagrees. As stated in the applicant's background, the concept of receiving a broadcast data which is to be display and 
printed is conventional practice. The specification also states that broadcast content and print content are independently handled. Ihara 
has been evidenced to illustrate a system which may receive broadcast signals and print both the image and text of a broadcast and 
wherein Valdez was evidenced to illustrate receipt of a markup language in the received broadcast. 

The applicant states that there is no suggestion in Valdez that such markup language includes both the claimed script and claimed 
plurality of status display information. The examiner agress that Valdez does not disclose such markup language, thus the reliance upon 
Ihara by the examiner. It should be noted the rejection of the claims was based upon the contents data which was sent multiplexed in a 
broadcast. Thus the examiner would like the applicant to clarify whether the broadcast signal being received is a conventional broadcast 
signal? Otherwise the examiner would like the applicant to clarify how the applicant derived/invented the broadcast signal and it's 
contents in order to expedite prosecution. 
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
